A CURIOUS CASE. 


Litigation Growing Out of a Will Made 


Twenty Years Ago. 
Judge Lubke this morning delivered an opinion 


in the case of Mary E. Munro and John Munro. her 
husband, against John C. Collins and others. 
The plaintiff Mary E. Munro whose 


maiden name was Hause, was the adopted 
daughter of Frank Hardesty who died in 1864. By 
his will he left his estate to his wife for life with the 
remainder over to Helen Hause. The widow 
Mary A. Hardesty remarried five years after her 
husband's death to John C. Collins, the defendant 
in this suit. Eleven years later she died. leaving her 
estate to her husband. At her death t 
was a balance of the rsonaity of the estate of 
Frank Hardesty, her first husband, to which Helen 
Hause was entitled under tne will. A portion of 
this had been invested in 1 
house in Stoddard Addition in 
which Collins now lives. Judge Lubke holds 
that under a proper construction of the will Helen

And after these comes the 
army of letter writers and receivers. whose e istles, 
though not financially important, are fraught with 
interest enough to make the delay in delivering 
them a sufficient reason why the postal department 
should be abused from the Postmaster down. On 
these different classes the annoyances cf the past 
few weeks have fallen with varying degrees 
of unpleasantness, and those outside 
of the affairs at the Post Office have been indulging 
in one continuous grow! ever since the cold began 
to paralyze steam and river traffic. 

SUPERINTENDENT HARLOW 


was seen yesterday by a Post-DispaTCcH 7. 
and after he had finished casting his 
eyes ruefully over the long list of 


trains late, he was interrogated on the effect the 
cold has upon the general distribution of the mails. 
„Well,“ said Mr. Harlow. bere is the record just 
banded me for the train due bere this morning and 
you will excuse me if I seem annoyed. : 

“Indianapolis and St. Louis, 3 bourslate; Van. 
dalia, No. 7, 6 hours; No. 9. some minutes; C., B. & 
Q.. 85 minutes; Wabash, No. 3. 3 hours; Wabash, 
No. 43, 4 hours: Northern Missouri, No. 4, 2 hours; 


Northern Missouri, express, No. 4, 2 hours; 
Missouri Pacific, No. 4. 1 hour; Mis 
souri Pacific, express, No. 4, 1 hour. 


This record was just sent up from the train dis- 
patcher's office at the Union Depot, and they are 
nearly always about correct, although trains fre- 
quently make up a little time, and also lose a little. 
“Do you bave many complaints about delays? 

“Yes. and again no. That is, there isa vast in- 
crease in the number of growlers, but the number 
is 80 a than ex- 
pected, complaints are 
so baseless as far as we are concerned, 
—— we do not consider them such a great afl. et ion 

er ” 

“Is it the evening or morning mails that are the 
most delayed?” 

“The morning, by all means. There are no 
specially important  eveui mails. and 
even if those do not get in here inthe early even- 
ing we have a good long margin in the night. 80 
that we can generally get them worked off by the 
time business begins at 8 or - 
o'clock. The mornin mails have been 
systematically late for weeks now, butin spite of 
everything, we have, with the exception of one or 
two arriving late in the afternoon, m to 
them all sent out in the2o'clock delivery. he 
Post Office Department is inno way responsible 
for the late maiis, and that is what a great numoer 
of the people don’t seem to find out. 

THIS TABLE, 
running back for ten days, will show pretty clearly 
how late each train has been, and under what 


difficulties the local office has been laboring. 
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Now,“ said Mr. Uarlow, a glance over that table 
will show that out of six morning maiis for ten 
days, or sixty wails altogetber, not onetrain has 
come nearer than half an hour to iu 
on lime. Under these circumstances I take it that 
itshould bea matter of congratulation that the 
mails have been so effectually handled.”
